Designing 
a garden 



MANY gardeners when lay- 
ing out their plots appear 
to forget entirely that the de- 
sign must Lead somewhere to 
something — preferably the 
brightest spot in the garden— 
an effective background. 

Most of the designs we see itart 
at the back of Ihe house, wander 
miserably through » few straggly 
trees and shrubs, and nnlAh up m 
the vegetable garden, or a bare 
tandc fence. Such gardens can be 
said to *tart — and end - nowhere. 

Xu the accompanying picture the 
designer, ox lnnd&cspe gardener. 
Ii'pUm] around the plot, laid 11 out 
on each side, and. finding the area 
flat, decided to lift it up with » 
dark-stained pergola for baugam- 
villea. UghlehiMi by a white archway 
find circular low railing nlled with 
colorful dahlia;: 

The Rniftwd footpath, flanked by 
lavender hedges. led somewhere, and 
iff! the victor wUrlnif at the purple 
glory of a Bougainville* trail! i and 
a masted bed of brilliant dahlias 
at foot. 

Tli In treatment lifted the flatness 
of tiir garden to the pergola, and the 
taller eacnlypU Mid other trees 
111 th? rear. Such n plan may Mitt 
provided concealment to a fence or 
■ v :i i ] . or Mamcthing equally unj.iRtii.3j.- 
behind, but U gave the garden an 
air of comptDtton — not fruntratlon. 

Flat Eardens axe uIwjiit, thti moat 
difTicult to dealgn, and frrquently 
the most disappointing to the owner, 
but they can be 
grea tly impl-ovwl nEjj. 
by excavating a JMIOW* a 
sunken garden, 
which can be taken evon lower by 
alrikins a pool or swhnming b^th in 
the centre. 

To still enhance the beauty of the 
sunken garden, steps ur rampc; at 
each end should be ctuutrucwd, thus 
providing false topography that. 
neveTthelee*. t§ effective. Coining 
out of Kiich a depression, which need 
not cost a lot of money to construct, 
the visitor or owner still receives 
an Impression of height nil round 
instvad of an uninteresting natne&», 

Thia effect id often nacd by park 
landscape gardeners where the lnnd 
Is flat Tree* are planted mi the 
heigh I* at one end, and. a 1th 
rockeries or Khrutaberles aiUtably 
placed Lo conceal hlddtiu beauties, 
the whole effect la to promote aut- 
prise,

Tali shrubs and trees, or even

used to hide fences or wails, or to 
give stfiture to flattlsh beds that 
cannot be "raised" In any other way. 

The bamboo- like (dahlia Im- 
pfirlallfcj tree dahlia, the tree dalay 
■ MdtiLuiK'in lofly bambocK. thtiin- 
i " - and many olhera can aLto be 
used as effecllv-e nwlerlaJ for raising 
height In flat Kardeiu, and r.hvsr 
bc-BUtiiu! bloomi: and foliage make 
splendid bnckgroundfi. 

Tall splre-Uke 
knanriAc trees such at pencil 
IM >31l]II££ pines. ] ■ omhardy 
^^^^^^^^^ poplars, blue 
npruces. deodar^ cypresses, and the 
like all lend to glfe height to an 
othprwlw flat garden. They should, 
of course, be used in Ibe backjcniind 
If shorteT trees and shrubs are 
planted in the foreground they raiac 
the viflual effect gradually to the 
loftier trees at the rear and actually 
create the illusion erf greater height 
where it dotf not really citHt,. 

Most of our wattle^ grow from 12 
to 30 feet, and Lf well placed. *tth 
tall shrubs such as the purine lasl- 
andra. buddlelas, or lilacs, can pro- 
vide color and frnprance at the Manic- 
time, Broomii and capias, too. lend 
fragmnce and beauty at the one 
time, and if fronted by duranta, 
eupiitorlum, and other contrafltlng 
r-hrubs. will make magnificent back-
